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FEBRUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.26 

Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $4.26  for  February  1961  deliveries  of  Grade  A  milk 
to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte-Elkhart ,  Indiana,  milk  order.  The  uniform  price  is 
based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and  will  be  adjusted  by  a  differential  of  7.3  cents 
for  each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  mini¬ 
mum  price  is  subject  to  a  3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with 
the  authorized  hauling  charge. 


PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Daily  producer  receipts  show  a  decline  of  2.3570  from  January  1961,  but  on  a  daily  herd  pro¬ 
duction  basis,  there  was  an  increase  of  11  pounds.  This  comes  about  because  of  a  decrease  in 
number  of  producers  by  43  from  January.  This  is  not  actually  a  decrease  in  number  because  of 
going  out  of  business,  but  is  caused  by  pool  plant  provisions,  which  have  a  handler  qualifying 
on  a  certain  percentage  sold  in  the  marketing  area,  and  it  is  possible  for  the  handler  to  be 
a  pool  plant  one  month  and  not  the  next  month.  This  can  change  the  statistics  of  the  market, 
if  you  have  handlers  that  are  operating  close  to  the  qualifying  percentage. 

DAIRY  SUPPORT  PRICE 


The  U.S.D.A.  has  announced  the  support  prices  for  the  remainder  of  1960-61,  and  for  1961-62 
Prices  to  producers  for  milk  and  butterfat  will  be  supported  at  $3.40  a  hundredweight  of 
manufacturing  milk  and  60.4  cents  a  pound  of  butterfat.  This  hundredweight  price  for  milk 
is  not  supported  as  such,  but  by  Commodity  Credit  Corporation's  buying  prices  per  pound  for 
cheese,  nonfat  dry  milk,  and  butter.  The  prices  for  these  produced  on  and  after  March  10, 
1961,  will  be,  as  follows:

A  recent  survey  of  this  market  shows  that  95  percent  of  the  producer  milk  on  this  market  is 
from  bulk  tank  shippers  and  that  92  percent  of  the  total  number  of  producers  are  bulk  tank 
producers . 


CLASS  I  PRICE 


The  Class  I  price  for  the  March  1961  delivery  period  will  be  $4.12  per  hundredweight  for  3.5 
percent  milk.  This  price  was  computed  by  adding  $0.90  per  hundredweight  to  the  average  conden- 
sery  pay  price  in  February  ($3.24),  minus  the  supply-demand  adjustment  of  two  cents.  The 
supply-demand  adjustment  for  the  April  1961  delivery  period  will  be  a  minus  two  cents.
